The result of the State elections 


on Tuesday is very gratifying. The 
Bepublioons have carried almost 
•every State, even in New York the 
«ntire State ticket is believed to be 
elected, with both brauohes of the 
Legislature. 
The friends of Bioe, 


Republican, for Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, claim his election. This 
gives us New York and Massachusetts 
two States which were generally con- 
ceded to the Democracy. Pennsyl- 
vania has re-elected Hartranft, the 
Bepnblioan nominee for Oovernor, 
by a large majority. 
Scattering re- 


turns from Minnesota indicate the 
•election of the whole Bepublican 
.State ticket, with the possible excep- 
tion of Treasurer, by majorities of 
:from 5,000 to 8,000. 
Bepnblican 


. gains of over 15,000 are reported in 
Wisconsin, which gives them the 
•State. In Mississippi the Conserva- 
tives have an overwhelming victory. 
'They have carried evary doubtful 
•county, and have a decided majority 
in the House and Senate. Latnar is 
re-elected to Congress. Late returns 
•of the elections held in Oregon last 
•week indicate the election of Warren, 
rthe Bepnblioan candidate for Con- 
gress, by a email majority. The re- 
'Mb of these elections prove most 
.-conclusively that the heart of the 


American people is firmly wedded to 
the public school system, and that 
they are ready, at any time, to rash 
to its defense, when attacked or 
threatened with danger. It is evi- 
dent that this question was the main 
one which decided these political 
•contests, for in Pennsylvania only 
•was the currency qnbstion mode a 
prominent issue. In New York both 
parties were for hard money, and the 
school question was the main issue. 
The change is a glorious one. And 
let it be made complete in every State 
in the Union at the Presidential con- 
test. The victory must be complete, 
•for the light is the eternal struggle 
of light with darkness, of good with 
•*vil; bitt we may hope that, in the 
end, light will prevail, and the bless- 
ings of "free thought, free speech, 
free press, free schools, and unfet- 
tered religious sentiment?" will not 
•only prevade the United States, but 
the whole world, and that no merely 
human being shall be so great, and 
no nation of people be so debased, as 
to choke up the fountains of know- 
ledge with ignorance and supersti 
tion. 


KBKP AWAY.—In the face of the 


fact that hundreds of people are to- 
day homeless in Virginia City and 
dependent on public charity for their 
support, there are still a great num- 
ber of people so utterly devoid of 
common sense that they are flocking 
-to the city in the hope of obtaining 
work.

phatically—Keep away! This is no 
place for you, for there are altogether 
too many here now. Almost any 
place in the world is better for a 
workman to-day than Virginia City.

CARSON HINT MATTERS. 


The business of the Carson Mint 


for the last month, considering that 
October contained but twenty-six 
working daya and that the proceed- 
ing month's coinage had overlapped 
two days, ia highly 
satisfactory. 


For twenty-four working days, in- 
cluding unavoidable stoppages, the 
coinage showed as follows: 8250,000. 
double eagles; 882.000, half dollars 
$6,000, dimes; and $274.620, eagles, 
giving a total of 9618,620. 
Last 


month's work in the Coiner's De- 
partment shows a decrease in the 
amount of gold coin turned out, but 
an increase in the silver. The pres- 
ent promises a better showing than 
any month since the Mint has been 
in operation. In October $100,000 
in subsidiary coin ($88,000 in half 
dollars and $12,000 in dimes) has 
been shipped to the Assistant Treas- 
urer at Boston, being the first ship 
meat to fill a recent order from the 
Secretary of the Treasury for $500,- 
000 in small coin. This subsidiary 
coin, as most of our readers are 
doubtless aware, is intended for the 
resumption of fractional currency. 
The bullion deposits at the Carson 
Mint for the month just closed are 
as follows: $231,67564, silver, and 
$181,368 72, gold (trade dollar do 
posit, making a total of $413,044 36; 
}9,029 48, gold deposit; $10,306 35, 
fine silver bar deposit, and the pur- 
chases by the Mint for the month 
were $127,136 55, silver, and $102,- 
780 51, gold, or a total of 8229,- 
916 96. 
The principal depositor 


was the Consolidated Virginia Com- 
pany. The capacity of the Mint, as 
ought to be generally understood by 
;his time, is limited, and it is to be 
loped that the incoming Congress 
will realize the necessity of making 
an appropriation for its enlargement.
